Allies So Confident of Holding Enemy That Americans 
Will Be Kept in Reserve Until Powerful Seilf-Support-

French Troops Also Held in Reserve for Great Effort 
When Enemy’s Strength Nears Exhaustion 


OTTAWA, May 12.—-Following ca- 
blegram summary of the operations 
on the western front for the week 
ended May 9 has been received from 
the war committee of the British cab- 
inet: 

“Since the enemy's drastic repulse 
in the Lys sector'on April 29, there 
have been only minor operations be- 
fore Locre, west of Morlancourt, on 
the south army of the Ypres salient, 
all of which were repulsed with loss 
to the Germans. Otherwise, apart 
from raids and local shelling of the 
back areas, the week has been omin- 
ously quiet. 

“The position is now that the Ger- 
mans, determined to concentrate 
every available unit on one enormous 
offensive, are draining their country 
dry to force a decision before it is too 
late; while the BEntente are so con- 
fident that, having been given the 
choice of a small immediate Amer- 
ican army for defence or waiting un- 
til they are reinforced by a complete, 
powerful self-supporting American 
army, they have chosen the latter. 

“To the sledge-hammer uses of 
masses of men by the enemy, the Al- 
lies are opposing strategy of meeting 
the blow with the smallest force capa- 
ble of standing up to the shock, while 
keeping the strongest reserve possible. 
Troops on the wings are permitted to 
give ground within limits whenever 
the enemy has been made to pay @ 
greaier price than the ground is 
worth, the whole alm being to reduce 
the enemy to such a state of exhaus- 
tion that our reserve at the right mo- 
ment can restore the situation.

His strategy has justified itself in that 
in three weeks it has seen the enemy 
brought to a standstill without a sin- 
gle strategic objective being fulfilled 
and losses so immense that his reserve 
is in danger of proving inadequate to 
his policy. 

“The German commander, seeing 
how nearly he js delivering himself 
to the Allied reserve, has been com- 
pelled to accept temporary failure and 
call a halt. His position is tacitally 
exposed in two dangerous salients on 
water-logged ground. His countrymen 
are dangerously dissatisfied at the im- 
mense price paid for his failure to ter- 
minate their sufferings. His allies are 
on the verge of quarrelling and dally 
exhibit their growing dislike and dis- 
trust of ‘the taskmaster who robs 
them of their lives and food. 

“His reserves have nearly reached 
complete exhaustion. Those of the 
Franco-British are still in being, while 
the American preparations develop. 

“The enemy is ‘so committed to his 
strategical plans that we may await 
his main blow on the Arras-Amiens 
front while necessity compels him to 
try to improve his position in the Lys 
sector. 

“The Allies may have complete 
confidence in the result. For the ene- 
my the issue te a desperate endeavor 
to avoid defeat; for the Allies the is- 
sue is only that of victory deferred. 
The coming battle may be a repeti- 
tion of Verdun on a larger scale, ond 
if both sides should be exhausted the 
Allies have vast powers of recupera- 
tion, while Germany has drafted all 
her resources already.” 


NEWS DELIGHTS BUT |

WASHINGTON, May 12.—News of 
the British statement that the Entente 
is so confident of its ability to hold

OTTAWA, Ont., May 11.—Further 
consideration in commitee of the 


whole was given to the civil service 
bill when the house assembled for the 
afternoon sitting. J. A. Sexsmith, Pe- 
terboro Bast, was opposed to rushing 
through such an important measure in 
the dying days of the session He ad- 
vised that the bill be withdrawn for 
the present and referred to a special 
committee, which could bring it down 
in a more satisfactory form at the 
next session. 

T. M. Tweedie, Calgary, was abso- 
lutely opposed to withdrawing the 
bill. Nothing is to be gained, he said. 
by standing it over to the néxt session. 


Mr. Lemieux claimed that the pre- 
mier did not carry out the pledges 
made in 1911 of 1917, and in connec- 
tion with the latter, spoke of the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Acres as postmaster 
at Ottawa. He alleged that five or six 
more appointments were also made by 
the prime minister on the eve of the 
passing of the order-in-council. Mr. 
Lemieux said he endorsed the _ prin- 
ciple, but thought railway employees 
come under the act, 

Mr. Tweedie, Calgary, declared his 
surprise at an attack which had been 
made by Colonel Currie on the civil 
service. He had called members of 
that body thieves, and his statements 
were an insult to all civil service ser- 
vants. 

Col. Currie protested to the chair, 
saying that the language of the mem- 
ber for Calgary was unparliamentary 
and should be withdrawn. 

Deputy Speaker Boivin requested 
that Mr. Tweedié accept Col. Currie’s 
statement that he had not referred to 
civil servants in any shape and the 
member for Calgary consented to do 
80. 

Mr. Tweedie declared that he was 
in favor of receiving any repgesenta- 
tives of the civil service and hear what 
they had to say. 

Salaries of Commissioners 


Clause three dealing with the ap- 


pointment and salary of civil ser- 
vants commissioners, was. taken up. 
Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux thought 


that the salaries of the commissioners 
might be raised. The commissioners 
had gjurisdiction over deputy minis- 
ters, and Mr. Lemieux stated that he 
knew of at least four deputies who 
were earning more than the commis- 
sioners themselves. 

Mr. Maclean said that the commis- 
sioners had no jurisdiction over dep- 
uty ministers, and’ Mr. Lemieux re- 
plied that they had jurisdiction over 
the whole civil service. 

Col. Currie again suggested enlarg- 
ing the commission by the appoint- 
ment-of two..more, commissigqners to 
represent the returned soldiers.

BARRED FROM 
RESTAURANTS 


Neither Macaroni or Spaghetti 
Oan be Served—Have 100 
Per Cent. of Wheat 


Macaroni, spaghetti! and shredded 
wheat each contain 100 per cent of 
wheat, This was the information re- 
ceived by wire from Ottawa by“a pro- 
minent business firm which had wired! 
asking how these three foods were 
affected by the recent food regulation. 

Roman meal, however, according to 
the authorities at Ottawa, contains 
only 80 per cent of wheat. The food 
regulations state that at no meal shall 
more than two ounces of bread or pro- 
ducts made from standard flour be 
served. This being the case, any res- 
taurant or eating house which serves 
macaronit or spaghetti! and bread as 
well is almost certain to commit an 
offense. 


As both these foods = ar rather 
largely used, especially on* meatless 
days, and also as bread is usually 


served with them, {t will really mean 
that they will have to be eliminated 
from the menu. 

The wire to Ottawa asked concern- 
ing the four items, macaronl, spag- 
hetti shredded wheat and Roman meal 
and the reply stated that the first 
three contained 100 per cent wheat, 
and the latter cnly 30 per cent.

City Authorities Give Opinion on 
Cases Where Sale is Illegally 
Made 


The question frequently has been| 
; asked as to what would be the positioa)| 
of the man who has purchased pro- 
perty at the tax sale, but which after 
| it has been held for some time is found 
}to belong to a person who can claim 
| the protection of the Moratorium Act 
and can secure its return, The point is 
whether the city be forced to pay the 
purchaser ten per cent. interest on 
{the money which was paid out on the 
| purchase, same as must be paid on any 
; Other property when redeemed. 

The city authorities say not, and 
they hold that in such cases the or- 
dinary rule regarding redemptions 
does not hold good, and that all the 
purchaser is entitled to is the return 
} ef his money and legal interest, which 
is believed to be about five per cent, 

The centention of the city authori- 
tles is that such cases will be rare, as 
they are doing everything possible to 
ercertain the ownership of the pro- 
perty before it goes to the sale. 

Aa to the question of spurious trans- 
fers being effected, that is, where a 
person attempts to evade the sale by 
arranging transfers of their property 
to persons protected by the Mora- 
torium Act, the city authorities gay 
that such a thing is not impossible, 
but it ie going to be difficult to evade 
detection and, {if conviction should 
follow, the offenders are likely to be 
severely dealt with,

After :nany months of weary wait- 
ing and anxious expectation, the new 
schol at Evansburg is at last an ac- 
complished fact, The old building 
was condemned several months ago by 
the education department as being in- 
sanitary and unsuited in various ways 
and consequently was closed ‘forth- 
with. The board of trustees was thus 
confronted with a serious problem— 
that of providing adequate school 
accommodation for the large juvenile 
pepulation of the district. They set to 
work immediately and secured an 
ideal site, consisting of three acres of 
land overlooking the Lobstick river, 
immediately above its junction with 
the Pembina, Here a handsome and 
commodious structure, said to be the 
finest of {ts class west of Edmonton, 
has b2en erected, at a cost of close on 
$4,000. It is a large two-roomed 
building, capable of accommodating 
0 pupils. It is equipped with mers 
arate cloak rooms for boys and girls, 
electric light for night classes and 
other purposes and is heated with a 
Waterbury furnace. 

The school opened last week with 
P. B. Sullivan, Edmonton, as principal, 
An assistant teacher is to be engaged 
On the re-opening of the school after 
the summer holidays, In the mean- 
time, an arrangement has been made 
between the trustees and teachers of 
this school district and Entwistle dis- 
trict whereby a large number of 
Evansburg pupila who have been at- 
tending the Entwistle school for some 
months, wil continue at the latter 
place till the end of the term, after 
which they will be transferred to the 
new Evansburg school.

Request Held Over Pending In- 
vestigation Into General 
Rate Paid 


S.me 27 employees of the city! 
Streets and scavenging department 
have, in a petition to the city commis-| 
sioners, asked for an increase of wages 
from 35 to 40 cents per hour. 

The matter has now been before the 
commissioners, and, along with a let- 
ter from Supt. Dan Alton, of the} 
streets and scavenging department, on} 
the subject, has been laid over, so 
as any decision is concerned, for 
a while. 

The idea is to carry out a little in- 
vestigation through the elty depart- 
ments, to ascertain the general rate of 
wages being paid to laborers, and 
when this has been done, a general 
recommendation will be made, 

Supt. Dan Alton says that he would 
like it to be understood that he has 
not advised against the increase. His 
object was to point out that a dis- 
crepancy would ensue if the increase 
was given and men in other depart- 
ments were only paid 35 cents; also 
that the 27 did not represent half of 

number of employees in the de- 
partment. 

If anyching is done, Supt. Alton says 
he would advocate that the Increase in 
the departments should be general 
and that it be graded according to 
the positions occupied by the men, He 
points out that he has a number of 
grades of labor in the department and

Dawson might have become champion if he had remained at 
the game, Only a short time before his retirement Dawson was matched 
with Tommy Ryan for the title, but the Syracuse man backed out at the 
last minute, claiming Illness, Dawson was defeated only once tn his 
career, and that was by Tom Williams in Melbourne, Williains refused 
to meet Dawson again, and forfeited $125 rather than risk a return en- 
gagement. Dawson came to America in 1892 and defeated Billy Galla- 
gher, Danny Needham, Doc O'Connell and A! O'Brien. He also met 
Tommy Ryan in a eix-round no-decision bout and made an excellent 
showing against the welterweight champion. P

Push Along the Replacement. 

The city council has adopted 
the policy of replacing worn-out

A Miscalculation. 

It may be significant that the 
Ontario farmers who are now pro- 
testing against the conscription of 
their sons raised no objection 
when their sons deserted the 
farms and flocked to the cities to 
work for high wages in munition 
factories.

| Plant Sugar Beets. 
Nee Ma ET aS 

All authorities agree that the 
world faces the danger of famine; 
and even if there be not actual | 
famine, there is certainty of food | 
scarcity. So far as staples are 
concerned, the Prairie West, which | 
normally produces a large export 
surplus, would be the last to suf- 
fer, Wheat flour, oatmeal, pota- 
toes, butter, beef and pork are sur- 
plus products of the west, and na- 
turally we who live here would 
have the first call on our own pro- 
duction. But there are other ar- 
ticles of food produced elsewhere, | 
a scarcity of which may very well | 
be anticipated. Amongst these is | 
sugar. Hitherto there has been a 
sufficient supply of sugar in Can- 
ada for all purposes. Only recent- 
ly an order restricting the use of 
sugar in restaurants has been is- | 
sued and now an order against | 
hoarding,sugar has.. been made. 
With rationed sugar in Britain | 
and with sugar restrictions 
in force in the United States, it is 
reasonable to expect that with the 
continuation of the war the sugar 
scarcity will reach Canada, and, | 
therefore, will affect the Prairie | 
West which is so effectively sup- 
plied with so many of the other} 
prime necessities. 

Conditions being as they are, it 
would only be reasonable fore- 
sight for people living in either 
town or country, to prepare in 
some degree to meet these condi- 
tions by planting sugar beets. The 
beet grows well throughout Al- | 
berta, and especialy in the Edmon- 
district. Where and when| 
sugar beets have been planted) 
they have done well. In Southern | 
Alberta, near the international | 
boundary line, at Raymond, sugar | 
beets were grown on a large scale 
for a number of years, and a sugar | 
factory was established to take 
care of the product. Greater pro- 
fits in wheat farming and scarcity | 
of labor caused the abandonment 
of the enterprise; not, however, 
because the beets could not be! 
grown or sugar successfully ex. | 
tracted from them. The process of | 
extraction of sugar from beets is | 
somewhat complex, but science 
and mechanics have overcome all | 
obstacles. Given ‘abundance of | 
sugar beets in the Edmonton dis- | 
trict next fall, Edmonton people | 
will not need to go short of sugar, | 
or at any rate of syrup. | 

If the beets are available, means | 
can be found to extract the sugar. | 
But unless the planting is done | 
at the proper season, which is 
the next two or three 
weeks, ali the science and skill, 
energy and enterprise of all the 


the sugar, 

In case beets are sown, and there | 
is no scarcity of sugar, there 
would be to some extent a waste) 
of effort. But the work would not 
be entirely lost, as the beets when | 
pulped make excellent cattle fopd. 
If the beets are planted and tend- 


supply of sugar or syrup for next | 
winter. If the beets are not plant- 
ed, and scarcity of sugar comes— | 
as it very well may—there is no! 
remedy for the condition, The cost | 
of a few ounces of beet seed, and | 
the labor of planting, is nothing 
as compared with the misfortune 
of being deprived of sugar, which 
enters so largely into household 
economics and is, indeed, a neces- 
sity for the proper maintenance of 
the human system.

Conscription Not the Best Means

YORK COUNTY FARMERS 
PROTEST 
From Toronto Telegram: 

Conscription of farmers between 
the ages of 20 and 22 brought 350 
York county farmers together in a 
meeting of protest at Unionville on 
Saturday night. Speeches, some of 
them of a fiery nature, in opposition 
to the Government's program of 
transferring these young men from 
the farms to the army were delivered 
and it was decided to appoint dele- 
gates on Monday to go to Ottawa 
with a deputation that will seek to 


the president of the association, pre- 
sided, and on the platform with him 
were Reeve G. B. Padgett, of El- 
mira; R. W. Burnaby, of Jefferson, 
and several others, 

Mr. Padgett, the first speaker, said 
that a great many men would haye 
to go from the farms under the pres- 
ent call and more might have to go 
later. At the same time there were 
tracts of land in the county of 1,000 
acres or moro in extent on which 
only from nine to eleven men _be- 
tween the ages of 20 to 60 remained. 
The Governme:t had been flooding 
the farmers with circulars about 
greater production. If the able- 
bodied men were taken from the 
farms those circulars might just 2s 
well be torn up. “The question is,’ 
he said, “are the men needed most 
here or at the front? Of course, Can- 
ada would be no good if overrun by 
the Hun, yet I don't see how they 
can take away all our men and still 
expect us to carry on.”
